Y Diſpatches received on Sunday Evening from 


the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland by his Grace 

the Duke of Portland, His Majeſty's Principal Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Department, it appears 
that a Part of the French Fleet, conſiſting of Eight 
Two-Deckers, and Nine other Veſſels. of different 
Claſſes, had anchored in Bantry Bay on the 24th 
Ultimo, and had remained there, without any At- 
tempt to land, till the 27th in the Evening, when 
they quitted their Station, and have not ſince been 
heard of. The Wind, at the Time of their Sailing, 
blowing hard at S. S. E. 

From their firſt Appearance, every Exertion was 
made by General Dalrymple, the Commanding Of. 
ſicer of the Diſtrict; and a conſiderable Force was 
collected to repel the Enemy. 

The Accounts further ſtate, that the Yeomanry 
and Volunteer Corps diſplayed the utmoſt Zeal and 
Alacrity, in undertaking the Guards in thoſe Places 
from whence the Regular Troops were withdrawn; 
and the univerſal Readineſs ſhewn by all Deſerip- 


tions of People to forward the Preparations for De- 


fence, left no Doubt of the Event, in caſe the 
Enemy had ventured to make a Deſcent. In par-

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ticular, the Spirit, Activity, and Exertions of Richard 
White, Efq. of Scatield Park, deſerve the moſt ho- 


norable mention. . 

An Officer and Seven Men were driven on Shore 
in a Boat belonging to One of the French Ships, and 
were immediately made Priſoners. This Gentle. 
man was conveyed to Dublin, and, upon Examina. 
tion, ſtates that the Fleet, upon its leaving Breſt, 
confiſted in all of about Fifty Sail, having an Army, 


of 25,000 Men on board, commanded by General 


Hoche, and that it was deſtined for the Attack of 
Ireland.

I HAD the Honor to inform you, on the 20th 
Inftant, by Le Suffrein, a French Veſſel, arme en 


Flute, which we had taken with 250 Troops, 
Arms, &c. on board, that my Intentions were to 
cruize ſome Days, to endeavour to intercept any of 


her Conſorts. 


The Priſoners hade ſince informed me, that ſhe : 


ſailed on the 16th, in Company with Sixteen Sail 
of the Line and Tranſports, having 20,000 Troops. 


As the Wind has been Eaſterly ſince the Date of my 
Letter, and blowing very hard, 1 hope they have 
not reached a Port; and as the Troops had only Ten 


Days' Proviſions, they muſt be badly off. 


I ſaw a large Ship of War laſt Night, and Jam 
perſuaded the Body of the Fleet cannot be far from 


me. A Rudder and other Pieces of Wreck have 
floated paſt us To- Day.

At Ten P. M. came within Hale; and as ſhe 
would not heave-to, or ſay of what Nation ſhe was, 
a Broadſide was given, upon which ſhe ſtruck, and 
proved to be the San Pio, Spaniſh Corvette, of Eigh- 
teen Guns, and One Hundred and Forty Men. Hav- 
ing the Day before received Inteliigence that Ad- 
miral Man's Squadron had been chated by the Spa- 
mſh Fleet, and alſo that they had taken an Hoſpital 
Ship from us, I deemed it juſtifiable to detain her. 
The Corvette was detained in Latitude 36 Deg. 
18 Min, North, 19 Deg. 10 Min. Weſt Longitude,

having ſailed from Cadiz the 1oth of October, on 1 
Cruise of Six Weeks, Twenty Days of which were 
unexpired, and had taken nothing.

SIR, 


A PACKET leaving this Place To-Day for 


England, I embrace the Opportunity, for 
the Satisfaction of their Lordſhips, to acquaint 
them, that I anchored at St. Kitt's on the 25th 
Ultimo, when an Expreſs Boat had been ſent from 
the Iſland of Anguilla, to inform the Admiral that 
the Iſland was attacked by Two French Men of 
War and ſeveral fmall Veſſels, containing Four Hun- 
dred Troops. I felt it my Duty (as the Exprels 
Boat returned here with the Loſs of her Main- Mast) 
to leave the Service I was ordered on to endeavour 
to relieve that Place. The Wind being to the North- 
ward, prevented my getting up there in Time to ſtop 
them from burning — Town ; but I have the Plea- 
ſure to ſay, after an Action of near TWwõͤO Hours, 
V effectually relieved that Iſland, by taking the Ship 
and ſinking the Brig, The Ship proved to be Le

"I HAVE the Satis faction to inform your Grace, 
that Tranquillity is on the Eve of being reſtored to 
this Colony, owing in a very great Meaſure to the 
unremitted Exertions of Major-General Hunter, and 
to his humane Conduct towards the Enemy of every 
Deſcription. All the Charib Chiefs have ſurren- 
dered, their People are coming in daily, and we 
have at this Moment about Three Thouſand Five 
Hundred in our Poſſeſſion. Nearly all the Brigands, 


with their Leader, have alſo ſurrendered. 


BY a ſubſequent Letter, from the Governor to 
his Grace, dated St. Vincent's, the 16th of No- 
vember laſt, it appears, that the Remainder of the 
Charibs and Brigands had ſurrendered themſelves, 
and that the Iſland was in a State of perfect Tran-

J HAVE the Satisfaction to acquaint your Grace, 

that ſince the Information tranſmitted to Mr. 
Greville that the French had entirely left Bantry 
Bay, there has been no Re-appearance of them upon 
the Coaſts ; ſo that -I truſt, from the Violence of 
the Tempeſt, and from. their Ships being ill found 
and ill victualled, their Expedition is for the preſent 
fruſtrated, | 

Upon reviewing what has paſſed during this Ex- 
pedition of the Enemy, I have the Satisfaction to 
reflect, thit the beſt Spirit was manifeſted by His 
Majeſty's Regular and Militia Forces; and I have 
every Reaſon to believe, that if a Landing had tak en

When the Flank Companies of the Antrim 
Regiment were formed, the whole Regiment turned 
out, to a Man, with Expreſſions of the greateſt 
Eagerneſs to march; and the Downſhire Regiment, 
to a Man, declared they would ſtand and fall by their 
Officers.

At the Time the Army was ordered to march, 
the Weather was extremely ſevere: I therefore 
ordered them a Proportion of Spirits upon their 
Route, and directed an Allowance of Four-pence 
a Day to their Wives until their Return. During 
their March the utmoſt Attention was paid them by 
the Inhabitants of the Towns and Villages through 
which they paſſed ; ſo that in many Places the Meat 
provided by the Commiſſariat was not conſumed, 
The Roads, which in Parts had been rendered im- 
paſſable by the 5uow, were cleared by the Peaſantry, 
The poor People often ſhared their Potatoes with 
them, and dreſſed their Meat without demanding 
Payment; of which there was a very particular In- 
ſtance in the Town of Banagher, where no Gentle- 
man or principal Farmer reſides to ſet them the 
Example. At Carlow a conſiderable Subſcription . 
was made for the 'Troops as they paſſed; and at 
Limerick and Cork every Exertion was uſed tô faci -

The Merchants of Dub- 
lin, many of them of the firſt Eminence, marched 
Sixteen Iriſh Miles with a Convoy of Arms to the 
North, whither it was conducted by Reliefs of Yeo- 
manry. The Appearance in this Metropolis has 
been highly meritorious. The Corps have been 
formed of the moſt, reſpedtable Barriſters, Attornies, 
Merchants, Gentlemen, and Citizens, and their 
Number is ſo conſidei able, and their Zeal in 
| mounting Guards ſo, uſeful, that 1 was enabled 
greatly to reduce the Garriſon with perfect Safety 
to the Town.

Commendation, and to the Heart of a Friend it was 
peculiarly gratifying, I have full as much Reaſon 
to ſpeak highly of my own Officers «ud Men, to 
whom I owe infinite Obligations, The Lieutenants 
Thomſon, Norway, and ell, Lientevauts O'Con— 
nor aud Wilfon of the Marines, and Mr Thoinſon 
the Kater, have abundant Claims upon my Grati— 
tude, as well as every iuferior Officer in the Ship.

Gene- 
ral Sir R. Abercromby, K. B. to the Right Ho- 
nourable Henry Dundas, of which the following is 
a Copy. 


Head Duarters, Trinidad, 
SIR, £ February 27, 1797. 
N my Arrival in this Country, I did not fail to 
lay before the Admiral my InſtruQtions, and to 
conſult with him upon the Means to carry them into 
Execution. I found in him every Deſire to co-ope- 
rate in the Execution of the Views to which they 
are directed. The Arrival of Part of the Convoy 
from England enabled us to proceed with Confidence 
in our Operations; therefore, as ſoon as the Troops 
could be collected from the different Iſlands, which 
were ordered to rendezvous at Cariacou, the Admiral 
failed from Martinique, which Iſland he left with his 
Squadron on the 12th Inſtant. 
The Preciſion with which the Admiral had given 
his Orders to aſſemble the Ships of War and Tranſ- 
ports,

ports, left us not a Moment of Delay. On the 15th, 
in the Morning, the Fleet ſailed from Cariacou. 
On the 16th, in the Afternoon, it paſſed through 
the Bocas, or Entrance into the Gulph of Paria, 
where we found the Spaniſh Admiral witly Four Sail 
of the Line and a Frigate, at Anchor, under Co- 
ver of the Iſlaud of Gaſpargrande, which was for- 
tified. | | 

Our Squadron worked up, and came to Anchor 
oppoſite to, and nearly within Gunſhot of the 
Spaniſh Ships. The Frigates and Tranſports were 
ordered to anchor higher up in the Bay, and at the 
Diſtance nearly of Five Miles from the Town of 
Port D*Eſpagne. The Diſpoſition was immediately 
made for Cantor at Day. light next Morning, and 


for a general Attack upon the Town and Ships of 


War. | : 

At Two o'Clock in the Morning of the 17th we 
perceived the Spaniſh Squadron to be on Fire; the 
Ships burnt with great Fury, One Line of Battle 
Ship excepted, which eſcaped the Conflagration, and 
was taken Poſſeſſion of at Day-Light in the Morn- 
ing, by the Boats from our Fleet; the Enemy at 


the ſame Time evacuated the I ſland, and abandoned 


that Quarter. 

This unexpected Turn of Affairs directed our 
whole Attention to the Attack of the Town. The 
Troops were immediately ordered to land, and, as 
ſoon as a few Hundred Men could be got on Shore, 
about Four Miles to the Weſtward of it, we ad- 
vanced, meeting with little or no Reſiſtance. Before 
Night we were Maſters of Port D'Eſpagne and the 
Neighbourhood, Two ſmall Forts excepted. In the 
Morning a Capitulation was entered into with the 


Governor Don Chacon, and in the Evening all the 


Spaniſh Troops laid down their Arms, and the 


whole Colony paſſed under the Dominion of His 
Britannick Majeſty.

It is a peculiar Satisfaction to me that there is no

Rear-Admi- 
ral of the Red, and Commander in Chief of His 
Britannick Majefly's Ships and Veſſels of Wars 
and his Excellency Don Foſef Maria Chacon, Knizht 
of the Order of Calatrava, Brigadier of the Royal 
Navy, Governor and Commander in Chief of the 
Iſland of Trinidad and its Dependencies, Inſpedtor-Ge + 
neral of the Troops of its Garriſon, c. &c. c. 


Art. I. THE Officers and Troops of His Catho- 

lic Majeſty and his Allies in the Iſland of Trinidad 
are to ſurrender themſelves Priſoners of War, and 
are to deliver up the Territory, Forts, Buildings, 
Arms, Ammunition, Money, Effects, Plans, and 
Stores, with exact Inventories thereof, belonging to 
His Catholic Majeſty; and they are thereby tranſ- 
ferred to His Britannic Majeſty, in the ſame Man- 
ner and Poſſeſſion as has been held heretofore by His 
ſaid Catholic Majeſty. 


Art. IT. The Troops of His Catholic Majeſty 


are to march out with the Honors of War, and to 
lay down their Arms, at the Diſtance of Three Hun- 
dred Paces from the Forts they occupy, at Five 
o'Clock this Evening, the 18th of February. 


Art. ITI. All the Officers and Troops aforeſaid

General Sir Ralph Abercromby embarked with me 
in the Prince of Wales. 

The Invincible had previouſly ſailed for Barba- 
does, with Two Tranſports, to embark a Part of 
the 14th Regiment, and the Thorn and Zebra were 
ordered to receive the Detachment from Tobago. 
The Favorite was ſent to St. Vincent to collect ſome 
Troops from that Iſland, and the Whole were or- 
dered to rendez vous at the Iſland of Cariacou, One 
of the Grenadines, on or before the 13th ; and, on 

my Arrival at that Ifland, the 14th, I found all the 
Ships and Tranſports were aſſembled. 

On the 15th, in the Morning, I failed with the 
Squadron and Tranſports, paſſing between Cariacou 
and Grenada; and oa the 16th arrived off Trinidad, 
and ſtood toward the Gulph of Paria, when, having 
paſſed through the Great Bucas Channel, at half-paſt 
Three in the Afternoon, the Spaniſh Squadron were 
diſcovered at Anchor in Shagaramus Bay, conſiſting 
of Four Sail of the Line, under the Flag of a Rear 
Admiral, and One Frigate. 

As the Day was well advanced before I ap- 
proached the Bay, and the Enemy appeared in 
Strength on Gaſparaux Iſland, which commanded 
the Anchorage, by Batteries erected for that Pur- 
poſe, I ordered the Arsthuſa, Thorn, and Zebra, 
to proceed a little ſarther up the Gulph, and anchor 
with all the Tranfports. The Alarm, Favorite, and 
Victorieuſe, were ordered to keep under Sail above 
the Tranſports during the Night, and prevent any 
Veſſels ſailing from Port Eſpagne. 

In the Evening, juſt before Dark, I anchored 
with the Ships of the Line in Order of Battle, op- 
polite the Enemy's Squadron, within Random Shot.

where we waited the Arrival of Captain Woolley of 
His Majeſty's Ship Arethuſa, who had been fent 
to Tortola and St. Thomas to procure Pilots and 
Guides. This occaſioned the Delay of a few Days. 
On Monday the :7th we made the Iſland of Porto 
Rico, and came to an Anchor off Congrejos Point. 


The Whole of the North Side of this Ifland is - 
bounded by a Reef, and it was with much Difficulty 


that a narrow Channel was diſcovered, about Three 
Leagues to the Eaſtward of the Town, through 
| which

which His Majeſty's Sloops the Beaver and Fury, 
with the lighter Veſſels, pafſed into a ſmall Bay, in 
which the Troops, on the next Morning, were diſ- 
embarked with little Oppofition from about a Hun- 
dred of the Enemy, who were concealed in the 
Buſhes at the Landing Place. In the Afternoon of 
the ſame Day the Troops advanced, and took a Po- 
fition very favourable for our Numbers, with our 
Right to the Sea, and the Left to a Lagoon, which 
extends far into the- Conntry, The Artillery was 
brought up without Loſs of Time, and every Pre- 

aration made to force a Paſſage into the; Iſland on 
which the Town of Porto Rico is ſituated. - It is 
neceſſary here to obſerve, that as the Moro Caſtle 
completely commands the Paſſage into the Harbour, 
the Enemy kept open their Communication with the 
Southern and Weſtern Part of the Ifland, and even 
teazed and haraſſed our Left Flank with their nu- 
merous Gun- Boats. The only Point, therefore, on 
which we could attack the Town was on the Eaſtern 
Side, where it is defended by the. Caftle and Lines 
of St. Chriſtopher, to approach which it was neceſ- 
ſary to force our Way over the Lagoon, which 
forms this Side of the Ifland. This Paſſage was 
ſtrongly defended by Two Redoubts and Gun- Boats, 
and the Enemy had deftroyed the Bridge which 
connects in the narroweſt Channel the Iſland with 
the Main Land. After every Effort on our Part, we 
never could ſufficiently ſilence the Fire of the Enemy 
(Who had likewiſe entrenched themſelves in the 

Rear of theſe Redoubts), to hazard forcing the 
Paſſage into the Iſland with ſo ſmall a Force; and 
this indeed would have been in vain, as the Enemy 
could ſupport a Fire Ten Times more powerful than 
we could have brought againſt them. The only 
Thing left was to endeavour to bombard the Town 
from a Point to the vouthward. of it, near to a large 
Magazine abandoned by. the Enemy. This _ 
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tried for ſeveral Days without any great Effet on 
Account of the Diſtance. 

It appearing, therefore, that no Act of Vigour 
on our Part, nor that any combined Operation be- 
tween the Sea and Land Service, could in any Man- 
ner avail, I determined to withdraw, and to re-em- 
bark the Troops: 3 which was done on the Night of 
the ;oth of April, with the greateſt Care and Re- 
gularity. | 
All our Artillety and Stores were brought off, 
except Seven Iron Guns, Four Iron Mortars, and 
Two Braſs Howitzers, which were rendered unfer: 
viceable, it being impoſſible to remove them. Not 
a ſick or wounded Soldier was left behind, and no- 
thing of any Value fell into the Hands of the 
Enemy. 

During the Whole of e our Operations, I have ex- 
perienced from Admiral Harvey the moſt cordial 
Co-operation, and every Act of perſonal Kindneſs. 
Ar my Requeſt he landed Three Hundred Seamen, 
under Captains Toddy and Prowne, of the Royal 
Navy, to whoſe Exertions while on Shore we are 
urider the greateſt Obligations. From the Arrange- 
ments of the Admiral, the Landing and Re-embark- 
ation of the Troops were conducted in the beſt 
Order. To Captain Renou, of the Royal Navy, 
principal Agent of the "Tranſports, I defire to ex- 
preſs the Senſe I have of his good Conduct upon all 
Occaſions. 

1 beg Leave to aſſure yon, that the Behaviour of 
the Troops has been meritorious 3 they were patient 
under Labour, regular and orderly in their Conduct, 
and ſpirited when an Opportunity to ſhew it occur- 
red. All the Departments of the Army exerted 
themfelves to my SattsfaQtion. A Return of our 
Killed and Wounded accompanies this Diſpatch.

HAVING on the 16th Inſtant received Informa- 
tion from Captain Biſſett, of His Majeſly's Ship 
| _ that he had chaſed into Maregot the French 

Frigate Harmonie the Evening before, and being 
myſelf obliged, for Want of Proviſions, to return to 
this Port with the Queen, Thunderer, and Valiant, 
I directed Captain Ogilvy to make Sail in the Even- 
ing, and lay off the Bay of Maregot all Night; and, 
on not diſcovering the French Frigate there in the 
Morning, he was directed to proceed cloſe along 
Shore between the Iſlands of Tortuga and Port au 
Paix; the Queen and Valiant keeping without Tor- 
tuga.

Ihe following Day I ſent the Boats, 
under the Direction of Lieutenant Reid, to land 
and endeavour to ſpike and diſmount the Guns, 
which they effected without Loſs, and the Ene- 
my had, on our firit Appearance, taken the 
Sails of the Veſſels away, and otherwiſe diſmantled 
them. I ſet fire to them all but the Brig, 
Three of which were French Privateers, and the 
ethers their Prizes, making in all Fifteen, beſides 
the Brig.

itſelf of Grand Bois, while the Diviſion of their 
Forces on the Side of Leogane continued to fire 
with Cannon againſt Grenier. 

The Preſervation of theſe Poſts was an Qhje& of 
conſiderable Moment.

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Army of Touſſaint could not be prevented from 
croſſing the Plain, and, under this Impreſſion, the 
Baron Montalembert had obtained my Permiſſion 
to evacuate the Poſt of 'Thomazeau, at the Foot of 
the Mountains of Grand Bois, I determined to take 
the Guns in the Battery againſt Grenier, that, in 
caſe the Armies of Touſſaint and Leogane ſhould 
Join, they might be totally without Cannon, which 
could not well be brought acroſs the Plain of the 
Cul de Sac, and without Cannon the Junction or 
Separation of their Armies was equally indifferent, 
Colonel Deſſources was therefore placed at the Head 
of 2000 Troops, and ſuch preparatory Arrange- 
ments were made as provided for the Protection of 
 L*Arcahaye, and were well calculated to miſlead 


the Enemy; and ſuch Feints were directed as might 


diſtract their Attention. | 

The Attack was intended to have taken Place on 
the 15th of April, but the Wind did not permit the 
Arrival of Colonel Deſſources with his Regiment 
until the 16th, when he marched early in the Mor- 
ning from Port au Prince to Tourmier. The Enemy, 
as was their Cuſtom, placed ſome Troops in Am- 
| buſcade, who were ſoon diſperſed, and the King's 
Forces arrived at Tourmier, with little Loſs. The 
Enemy had occupied Two Poſts on the Creſt of the 
Mountain L'Hoſpitre, on each Side of Tourmier, 
and nearly at Two Miles Diſtance from it, at the 
Habitations of Boutillier and St. Laurent. It was 
neceſſary to diſlodge them from theſe Poſitions. 
Colonel De Peyſter was therefore detached to Boutil- 
her, from which, with his uſual Gallantry and good 
Conduct, he drove the Enemy. The Poſt of St. 
Laurent was more obſtinately defended, and, by the 
unfortunate Loſs of Major Pouchet, who was killed 
in leading on the Jeremie Troops, they were thrown 
into Confuſion; nor was the Poſt taken till a greater 


Force, with Cannon, 'appeared-againſt-it, * 
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The Delay occaſioned by the Defence of St. Lau- 
rent induced Colonel Deſſources to poſtpone the 
Attack of the Battery till the next Day; and that 
intelligent Officer employed the Remainder of the 
Night in making ſuch Preparations as were neceſ- 
ſary to aſſure the Succeſs of this Enterprize. N 
The Defence of the Cul de Sac was entruſted to 
the Baron Montalembert, who made a conſiderable 
Detachment to the Paſs where the Road from Leo- 
gane by Grenier enters the Plain. This Detach- 
ment was ſkilfully conducted by Major O'Gorman. 
It attracted the Notice of conſiderable Bodies of the 
Enemy, and, on its Return to the Croix des Bou- 
quets in the Evening, was attacked on all Sides by 

{mall Parties, who were repulſed. | 
Touſſaint entered the Plain in the Courſe of the 
Day, and marched to the Side of the Croix des 
Eouquets, actuated, as it is ſaid, by ſome vague Re- 
port of that important Poſt being to be abandoned 
| on his firſt Appearance. His Cavalry fell in with 
the Advanced Poſts of the Baron Montalembert's 
Cavalry, under the Command of Captain Comte 
Manoux. That Officer, collecting his Troops, im- 
mediately charged the Enemy with great Vivacity; 
when they fled, and withdrew, with the utmoſt Ex- 
| pedition, to the Mountain, | 
| In the mean Time Captain Couchet, of His Ma- 
jeſty's Ships Abergavenny, with ſome Armed Veſ- 
ſels, proceeded off Leogane, which Place has been 
effectually blockaded ſince my Arrival at Port au 
Prince, and made various Demonſtrations to draw 
the Enemy's Attention to that Side. I am happy 
in this Opportunity to expreſs how much I am 
| beholden to the Zeal and Promptitude with which 
Captain Couchet has aſſiſted me in promoting His 
Majeſty's Service. | 
On the Morning of the 19th Colonel Deſſources, 
laving made his Diſpoſitions, marched in Two 
Et Columns,

Columns, the Left directly to Grenier, under the 
Direction of Colonel Depeyſter, in which was the 


Britiſh Detachment commanded by Major Clay. 
The Right Column, under the Direction of Colonel 


Vicomte D*Alzune, deſcended from St. Laurent- 


Upon the Diviſion of the Left arriving in the Byt- 
tom, which ſeparated the Poſt of Grenier fon K. 
Enemy's Battery, it turned to the Right, and joined 
the Column that had marched from St. Laurent. 
The Fog and Haze in the Bottom prevented the 
Enemy from ſeeing this Movement. It was alſo 
concealed by the judicious Manner in which Captain 
Spicer of the Royal Artillery threw Shells from the 
Heights of Fournier from an Howitzer and Car. 
ronade, directing them againſt the various Ambuſ. 
cades and Defences which the Enemy had thrown 
up to protect their Battery from any Attack in its 
Front or on its Right. | 
On the Junction of his Diviſion into One Column, 
Colonel Deſſources proceeded through a moſt dif. 
FHicult and almoſt inacceſhble Country, to turn the 
Left of the Enemy's Battery, and the Works which 
ſupported it ; having left 'Troops on the Heights of 
St. Laurent to ſecure his Retreat, and Major Clay 
to protect him from any Attack that might be made 
by the Road from Leogane, | 
As the Colonel approached the Flank of the Bat- 
tery, and that of the Breaſt-Work which defended 
it, he ſucceſſively broke his Troops into Diviſions, 
which kept the Enemy's Forces in Check and Sul- 
pence, until another Diviſion, under the Command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Deſſources, had, to their 
great Surpriſe, poſſeſſed themſelves of the Heights 
conſiderably beyond them, when, after an ineffec. 
tual Reſiſtance, they fled on all Sides, and left 
Colonel Deſſources in Poſſeſſion of their Battery, thc 
Work of ſeveral Months, and of the Gun which 
they had in the preceding Night withdrawn from

it for the Defence of their Breaſt Work. This 
critical Enterprize, I am happy to ſay, was effected 
with but little Loſs, and by its Succeſs, I was freed 
from any Apprehenſions from the Junction of the

Deſſources's Military Ability and Spirit will meet 
with His Majeſty's Approbation. That Officer 
ſpeaks in the higheſt Terms of the Behaviour of the

The Spaniards having ſent out a great Number of 
Mortar-Gun- Boats and Armed Launches, I directed 
a vigorous Attack to be made on them, which was 
done with ſuch Gallantry, that they were drove and 

purſued cloſe to the Walls of Cadi,, and muſt have 
tuitered conſiderable Loſs; and T have the Pleaſure 
to iuform you, that Two Mortar-Boats and an Armed 
Launch remained in our Poſſeſſion. 

I feel myſelf particularly indebted for the ſue- 
ceſsful Termination of this Conteſt to the Gallantry 
of Captains Fremantle and Miller, the former of 
whom accompanied me in my Barge, and to my 
Coxſwain, John Sykes, who, in defending my Per- 
ſon, is moſt ſeverely wounded, as was Captain Free 
mantle, ſlightly, in the Attack ; And my Praiſes are 
generally = to every Officer and Man, ſome of 
whom I ſaw behave in the moſt noble Manner, and 
I regret it is not in my Power to particularize them. 
I mult alſo beg to be permitted to expreſs my Ad- 
miration of Don Miguel Tyraſon, the Commander 
of the Gun-Boats, in his Barge ; he laid my Boat 
_ alongſide, and his Reſiſtance was ſuch as to honor a 
brave Officer, 18 of the 26 Men being killed, and

derable Effect in the Town and among the Shipping. 
Ten Sail of the Line, among them the Ships carry- 
ing the Flags of Admirals Mezzaredo and Gravina,

THE Republican General Rigaud thinking the 
Moment favourable to make a ſecond Attempt on 
Irois, collected his very belt Troops to the Amount 
of 1200 Men: On the Night of the 2oth of April, 
at Twelve o Clock, they attempted to ſtorm the 
Fort, in which was only at the Pime Five. and-Twen- 
ty of the 17th Infantry, with their Officers, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Talbot of the 82d Regiment, 
and about 20 Colomal Artillery.-Men, commanded 
by Captain Brueil.

patched the Roſe Cutter at Three P. M. on the 2th

farther to acquaint you, for their Lordſhips! Infor- 
mation, that in the Night of the 1cth Initant, after 
T had ſent away my Letter to you, of that Date, I 
placed my Squadron in fuch Situation as to pre-

vent the Enemy from returning to the Texel, with- 
out my falling in with them. At Nine o' Clock in 
the Morning of the 11th I got Sight of Captain 
Trollope's :quadron, with Signals flying for an 
Enemy to Leeward; I immediately bore up, and 
made the Signal for a general Chaſe, and ſoon got 
Sight of them, forming in a Line on the Larboard 
Tack to receive us, the Wind at N. W. As we
